grounds surrounding it, for just such a 
school, and the senate wouldn't accept it.

The treasury report from Washington 


shows that the revenues for the month ot 
January, 1885, are fts large as those for 
the corresponding month of 1SS-1 Those 
fignrys insure a reduction in the public 
debt for the month ot between five and 
ten millions of dollars, in place of an in. 
crease as shown by ths receipts and ex- 
penditures of the months ot November 
and December. This gratifying increase 
in receipts is looked upon by tho officials 
at Washington as an indication of the be- 
ginning of greater business activity. 


The secretary of war has reported to 


congress that tho number of militiamen, 
organized and unorganized, in the differ- 
ent states of the Uoion' are as follows: 
Commissioned officers in the organized 
militia service is 7,811; non-commission- 
ed officers, privates, etc., 88,679. The 
total number of unorganized militia-men 
(or men available for militia duty) is 
6,580,506. Now York ranks first in the 
number of organized militiamen, with 
11,636 men; Pennsylvania second, 8,380; 
Florida third, 7,283, and Ohio fourth, 
with 5,843. In Georgia, Mississippi. Ar- 
kansas, Tennessee and Oregon thero IB 
no organized militia service. 


Missouri could never punish its train 


robbers, ai least it rarely over did. And 
Kansas was very little better when the 
state was ovor-rnn with robbers. But 
Arkansas, a state for which no one has 
had decent respect, has sot an example 
which Missouri and Kansas may well 
imitate. It only took two weeks to gath- 
er in a band of eight tram robbers and 
lend them to state prison for terms rang- 
ing fur twenty to seventy years. Four 
weoka ago an old culprit who had com- 
mitted a murder years ago, fell into the 
handiot the law, and in the four weois 
passed ho was tried, convicted, sentenced 
and executed according to law.

is quite refreshing. 


Assemblyman Nys has introduced a 


bill which i( it passos, will prove of much 
importance. It provides for tlio appoint- 
ment by tho governor, by and with con- 
sent ot the senate, of a public examiner, 
who shall have a salary of 33,500 per an- 
num and $1,000 SB a contingent tund 
whorowith to pay oftlco rent, olork hire, 
etc ; tho term ot office specified is four 
years. 
The duties ot the fixuciner are 


specified m much detail; theiie arc, in 
brief, constant supervision, over all ihe 
uooRS and financial ucjouuta ot the pul>- 
lio educational, oharitablo, penul and re- 
formatory institutions of tho state. He 
it to instruct the'ofllcials therein, BO that 
they shall keep up regular systems of 
oheoks on eaoh other, and insist on prop- 
er methods throughout. At irregular 
periods, withuut previous notice, be is to 
jnaka exhaustive expert examinations in- 
o said bauks and financial affairs, and 
report to tho governor overy irregularity 
diwovered. The examiner muy suspend 
offending officials until the governor can, 
on hii complaint, institute a proper ex-« 
•ainabon, through a special commission 
er appointed to take testimony.

.Every one is up before dayhfiht and ready 
for buainesa; the neighbors for a mile or 
two around, ara on hand to asaiet. And 
nil day long the nir is full of tho squeal 
of tho dying pigs, and blood, hair and 
hot water, all mingled together. Gener- 
ally it's an all day job.
